TEE FALLEN HEROES, 


Their Graves Strewn with Bright 


Flowers by Loving Hands. 


In S-iturday's issue was given the Decora- 


tion Day address in full de ivered in the pres- 
ence of a large audience of old soldiers and 
patriotic citizens by Comrade E. K. Eldridge, 
of Post 141, G. A. K. The oration was well de- 
Ivered, and is commended highly by all who 
heard it. The benediction was pronounced 
by Kev. D. P. Euan, when the procession form- 
ed and moved to Greenwood cemetery, where 
the graves of the fallen heroes were strewn 
•with beautiful flowers by 153 little girls from 
tue different ward schools. The Post firing 
battalion fired salutes over the graves when 
the exercises closed. 


In the lauguage of part of the address deliv- 


ered by Commander Blythe.the old soldiers met 
to honor the dead and to deepen reverence for 
their woith; to strengthen among themselves 
the bond of fraternity by recalling the mem- 
ory of experiences common to them all; to 
encourage a more generous charity for their 
comrades who are Bick or in distress, and for 
the destitute wards of the Grand Army; to 
renew thtir pledgee! loyalty to the country 
and the old Bag, and to emphasize in the minds 
and hearts of all the privilege and duty of pa- 
triotism. Of the dead the Commander spoke; 
"And now, with soldierly tenderness and love, 
ae we garland these passionless mounds, let 
us recall those who made their breasts a barri- 
cade between our country and its foes; let us 
recall their toils, their sufferings, their hero- 
ism, their supreme fidelity, in camp in prison- 
pen, on the battle field and in hospital, that 
the Hag under which they fought and from the 
shadows of whoso folds they were promoted 
may never be dishonored; that the country 
for whose union and supremacy they surren- 
dered life may have the ferrent and enthusi- 
astic devotion of every citizen; that as we 
stand by every grave as before an altar, we 
may pledge our manhood that, so help us 0 od, 
the memory of our dead shall encourage and 
strengthen In us all a more loyal patriotism. 


NOTES OF THE DAY. 


There were many old soldiers from the coun- 


ty towns in the procession, and all the veter- 
ans wore badges of mourning. Members of 
the Woman's Kelief Corps and of Sons of 
Veterans Camp were in the parade. 


Each of the little girls carried a email bas- 


ket filled with B owere and also a bouquet, and 
nearly all of the girls were dressed in white. 


Goodman's band volunteered their services. 


While at Greenwood the musicians decorated 
the grave of their revered leader, Prof. A. 
Goodman. 


The fire department apparatus drawn by 


horses was in the procession, also the crewa 
of each company. The Chemical and Hose 
wagons were each decorated with nags. The 
truck of Young America Hook and Ladder 
Company WfiB liberally decked with red, whit* 
and blue bunting and a beautiful Bupp'y of 
flowers. It was the tasteful work of the ladies, 
and the members of the company pointed 
with pardonable pride to the pretty effect. 


It looked very much like rain as the crowd 


left the tabernacle, but the clouds blew over 
to the southeast, and as the flowers were laid 
upon the graves, the sun burst from behind 
the darkened skies and emiled its benediction 
upon the beautiful ceremony.

An Easy Purchase. 


Friday morning of last w.-ek Mr. E. A 


Jonee, who lives two miles north of Deca- 
rar, took a notion that he wanted 20 head 
of graded short-horn cattle to place on 
ais farm. He went to his telephone, 
called up the Exchange in the city, and 
dictated a telegram which was at once 
forwarded to a well-known Commission 
3rm in Chicago. The firm was told to 
auy and ship the cattle at once. Three 
hours after sending the message Mr, 
Jones got an answer to the effect that the 
cattle had been purchased and would be 
shipped to Decatnr the same evening. 
Saturday morning Mr. Jones telephoned 
to the depot asking if his cattle had ar- 
rived. He got an answer in the affirma- 
:ive, and before noon on Saturday the 
cattle bought wholly by wire on Friday 
were in his pasture kicking up their heels 
and feeding on bluegrass and clover. The 
cattle cost 84 60 per 100. This purchase 
j worthy of special mention because of 
;he swift delivery and because it was of 
no inconvenience whatever to Mr, Jonee, 
who did not have to even go out of his 
dwelling two miles away from the city to 
get what he wanted 175 miles distant de-

Last evening at 6 o'clock Marshal Ma- 


son took in custody a darkey named Wil- 
liam Sellers, who was recently indicted

FARM LABORERS. 


The Judicious Employment of Hired Help 


on the Farm tho Best Economy. 


There are many indications to show 


that for a year or two to corno a judi- 
cious employment of as much labor as 
can. be 
conveniently managed will 


prove the best economy. Thousands 
of farmers havo becomo discouraged. 
They are either selling, renting or 
otherwise putting their farms where a 
lessened product will be probable. The 
consumption of food products is in- 
creasing all tho moro rapidly because 
prices are low. It is only a question 
of time when tho demand will equal 
our probable supply. Wo roly largely 
now on the demand from England for 
food products in the marketing of our 
surplus. 
Within fiflccu years this 


country will havo added lo its own 
population a larger number of people 
than now inhabit all tho British isles, 
and their food consumption will, we 
may reasonably hope, bo in still larger 
proportion. Long before this time tho 
increase iu food products will come 
from the impro\cmont m farming, se- 
'enring a greater crop per acre, rather 
than from an increase in the area under 
cultivation. 


These conclusions point directly to 


the economy of greater expenditures 
in the direction o ffn rrn improvement. 
That there have been times'when such 
expenditures could not be afforded in 
competition with the cheap virgin soil 
of tho West is quite certain. Tho poor 
farming which has existed in this coun- 
try ha-s been almost a necessity, con- 
straining those who would wish to do 
better as well as the naturally shiftless 
and lazy. It is one of the reasons why 
so many enterprising young men havo 
abandoned a pursuit where the more 
rapid exhaustion of the soil by running 
over large areas of land with much 
hard work were tho conditions of suc- 
cess. It is only when tho conditions 
favor good farming that men who 
would like to take pride in it will en- 
gage in the business.—N. Y. Herald.

Tne Coming Locusts. 


Prof. Eiley, the entomologist of the 


Agricultural Department at Washington, 
says the seventeen-year locusts, whose 
visit he has predicted, are harmless to 
growing crops, and do^no injury except to 
the twigs of forest and fruit trees Wher- 
ever young orchards have been planted 
on land which has been cleared during 
the last seventeen years, the trees are lia- 
ble to suffer somewhat, but it is probable 
kerosene spray will protect them. The 
ordinary locust, which is so destructive 
to growing crops, has jaws which cut, 
while the seventeen-year species, more 
properly called the cicada, has only n 
beak through which he sucks his nour- 
ishment. 


About Wages. 


In 1866 the average for white labor in 


this country was 82H per month, without 
board, and 815,50 with board, this differ- 
ence being caused by the high prices for 
food and other expenses of living. An 
estimate of thirty years before made 89 
per month, with board, the average'cost 
for farm labor. An advance of 70 per 
cent, was thus indicated, much the larger 
part of it between 1861 and 18r6. In 1869 
the rate for labor paid fully in cash was 
825.13, a reduction haviag occurred in the 
west, some decline in the east, while in 
the south an advance had resulted from 
increasing efficiency in labor. In 1875 a 
further decline had occurred, the reduc- 
tion in six years being from $32 08 to 
826 02 in the middle states, and Irom 
827,01 to 23,70 in the west. 


Trie Cucumber. 


This is the season when man, proud 


man, flushed with health and majestic in 
his strength, says an exchange, brings 
home the little cucumber—which looks 
as if wondering why it had been made— 
in his coat tail pocket and prepares a 
feast, which he shares with the wife of 
his bosom. It ia also the season when 
the same man, with very little of the 
flush and none of the majesty, runs half- 
dressed at midnight to the nearest drug 
store—still carrying the cucumber, but 
not in his pocket—and induces the drug- 
gist to prepare what is not exactly a feast, 
This last preparation he also shares with 
his wife, and then it is that they also 
wonder why the disagreeable little green 
thing was made.

The Pneumonia Bill. 


At the session of the Senate at Spring- 


field Gillharu's pleuro-pneumonia bill 
was brought up on a third reading and 
adopted. The bill provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of, three be to 
appointed by the Governor to hold office 
this year, whose duty it will be to inves- 
tigate all kinds of infections diseases, and 
npon gjod ground to quarantine cattle, 
The Governor is also to appoint a State 
Verterinarian. 
The bill also provides 


that any railroad knowingly transporting 
diseased cattle shall be fined not less than 
$1,000, nor more than 810,000 for each 
offence. Any individual who shall sell 
or transport diseased cattle shall be fined 
from 8500 to 85,000. The state board is to 
have authority to adjust the value of an- 
imals slaughtered, and report the same 
to the Auditor, who shall pay the amount. 
The sum of 810,000 is appropriated to 
carry out the provisions of the act

May Crop Report. 


The state crop report from Secretary 


Mills is at hand. It gives the summary 
of reports made by correspondents. The 
May report for this county is as follows: 


MAOON—About four-fifths of the wheat 


has been winter-killed, and a large por- 
tion of the land plowed up for oats and 
corn. The wheat that ia left for harvest 
will not make more than three-fourths of 
an average yield per acre. There is a 
larger area of oats sown than usual and 
the condition is very good. Meadows are 
in fair condition, with about the usual 
area, The backward spring has prevent- 
ed the grass from growing, and pastures 
are not quite up to the average. Peaches, 
cherries and small fruits will be a failure, 
but apples promise a fair crop, There is 
less old corn and more old wheat on band 
than at a corresponding date in 1884 
There is a very general decrease in the 
cumber of all kinds of farm animals; 
condition very good, with no complaint 
of disease. The supply of farm hands is 
in excess of the demand, and wages are 
correspondingly low. Bees are nearly all 
winter-killed.

HEN MANURE, 


The Conimerclii.1 Vivlnu of tho Fertilizer—A 


Kew I^acta by an Expert. 


Tho question is often asked, "What 


is the commercial value of hen ma- 
nure?" 
Farmers in their estimates of 


its value as appl'rcd to their crops, differ 
in their opinion, at least one-half, 
some believing it to be worth not more 
than 
seventy-live cents per barrel, 


while others arc willing to give a dol- 
lar and fifty cents a barrel for all they 
can get. 


A table of tho valuo of different fer- 


tilizers, prepared by Joseph 
Harris, 


aud published in his "Talks on Ma- 
nures," informs us that hen manure 
contains in each 1,000 pounds, 13.3 
pounds of nitrogen, 8.5 of potash, and 
15.-t pounds of phosphoric acid. 


Sheep manure, 8.3 nitrogen, 
6.7 


potash, 1.6 phosphoric acid. 
Barn 


manure, 4.2 nitrogen, 5.2 potash, 2.1 
phosphoric acid. Peruvian guanu, ISO 
pounds of nitrogen, 23 potash, 130 
phosphoric acid. This, at the market 
price of nitrogen, potash and phos- 
phoric acid, as found in. these several 
fertilizers, would make 1,000 pounds 
of 
hen manure worth S3.77; sheep 


manure, $1.30; barn manure, 81 cents; 
Peruvian guano, $41.33. 
In coming 


to this result the different values of 
nitrogen 
and 
phosphoric 
acid, as 


found 
in 
different 
substances, 


was 
taken, 
for example: 
Ntoo- 


gea, as foTind in. Peni-riau 
giaafflb, 


is put down as worth twenty-three 
cents a pound, while in barn manure 
it is but seventeen cents. Phosphoric 
acid as found in guano is put down as 
worth eight cents, while in barn man- 
ure it is but lour cents. 
'It is evident enough that if we are to 


estimate the valne of barn manure bj 
the amount of nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid, as thus laid down, tha 
Western people are not as far wrong 
as we have thought, when they hava 
moved their barns, instead of tho ma. 
mire, that the cattle might get in and 
out at the doors. 


There is so much difference in ma- 


nures that unless we take the greatest 
care, comparisons are very misleading; 
so much so that the farmer will often 
bo quito as near right when he falla 
back ou his own judgment, as formed 
by practice ou his owu farm. 


Practical tests have proved thai 


where hen manure has boon placed 
side by side with commercial fertilizers 
it is worth about one dollar and fifteen 
cents per barel, and that barn manure 
is worth seven dollars per cord, deliv- 
ered on the land. 
But to bo worth 


this, the hen manure must be kept un- 
der cover and free from foreign sub- 
stances, and the barn nranure must 
also be kept under cover, and must bo 
made by cattle well fed. 
The value of 


any manure depends very much on the 
feed. 


The value of barn manure is in 


creased by the fact that iu the process 
of decomposition it has a mechanical 
effect on the soil, and while it" thus 
forms from itself plant food, no doubt 
it also changes substances in the soil 
to plant food.—MasiaclmstUi Plough-

GAPES. 


A Disease In Chickens MTiIch la IJkely to 


Result IMiastrously Unless Heroically 
Treated. 
The disease known as gapes causes a, 
Teat mortality among young chickens, 
t gives rise also to more diversity of 
pinion among poultry keepers and 
more discussion and error than any 
rouble of the poultry yard. 
Others 


ban poultry keepers also take a haad 
n the discussion, and it is amusing to 
ead the views of persons who never 
cept a fowl upon this subject. For ex- 
imple, it has recently been charged 
ipon the inoffensive earthworm that it 
is the agent by which the gapeworm is 
carried into the 
stomachs 
of the 


chickens^ that the earthworms swallow- 
is eggs of the gapeworm, and these 
remain as parasites of the former, by 
which the fowls are infected. It is 
|uite sufficient to noto that this in a 
gratuitous and mistaken assumption, 
Jnd at variance with the known habits 
of the gapeworm, which has been in- 
vestigated 
thoroughly by scores of 


competent naturalists, from Sicbold 
downward. The worm belongs to the 
:amily of Strongyla?, or threadworms, 
und various specie? of it infest turkeys, 
quail, pheasants, rabbits, calves, lambs, 
and pjgs, as well as chickens, and 
some of these do not eat earthworms. 
Theso worms infest the throat and 
Bronchial tubes, causing an effusion of 
'roth and mucus which interfere with 
;ho breathing, and so impair the blood 
and produce anccmia and finally suffoca- 
,ion. lu calves the disease is called 
husk" or "hoose;" in lambs, "pin- 


ing," 
and in fouls, "gapes." And 


.hese disorders in every case appear 
onlv when the youn^r animals follow 
the'older ones and feed upon the samo 
ground. To avoid this exposure is in 
3very case a complete protection. 
These facts should effectually dispose 
of the charge against the innocent 
earthworm. 
It might, perhaps, bo 


quite sufficient to rest our case here, as 
the lawyers say, and be satislied with 
having given a satisfactory means of 
prevention, but it is not every poultry 
keeper who can take these precaution- 
ary measures, and some more particu- 
lar suggestions may be useful. 


The disease appears in the chickens 


at a very early age, and is then quickly 
fatal. The little creatures gape and 
open their jaws and gasp for breath. If 
at this time one is taken up and a loop 
of horse hair or a soft vane of a feather 
is put into the throat and twisted as it 
is withdrawn, a quantity of sticky froth 
is seen, and in this, upon close exami- 
nation, some very small white worms 
will be found. These are the gape- 
worms. The mature worms inhabit 
the stomachs und intestines of the old 
fowls, and unless plentiful cause no in- 
convenience. When they are abundant 
they produce various disorders, .as 
cramps, diarrhea, moping, and some 
changes in the blood, which are at 
times fatal. But usually the more vig- 
orous birds suffer nothing worse than 
occasional fits of sneezing and cough- 
ing. 
These worms produce an enor- 


mous number of very minute eggs, 
being filled from end to end with them. 
When fully grown and pregnant, tho 
females, which arc much larger than 
tho males, die and are voided in tho 
excrements. It is not unusual to sea 
fowls and growing chickens kept with 
older fowls, scratching and picking 
among the droppings, and it is the eggs 
of these worms which are picked up; 
and in this way the young chicks be- 
come infested with the pests. Some- 
thing more than to provide fresh, clean 
ground then is required. Ono precau- 
tion is to exercise perfect cleanliness in 
'tho house, to remove the manure at 
least once a week, and to scatter fresh 
air-slaked lime under the roosts. This 
will in time wholly rid the house and 
•yard of these pests, and save all future 
trouble. 
Another safeguard 
is to 


keep 
tho 
yards 
dug 
over 
or 


plowed; 
have 
two 
yards, 
using 


theso alternately, 
and 
have sonio 


crop growing on the ground. An- 
other is. to put the coops with the chicks 
on a grass plot or lawn, or in the gar- 
den among the vegetables, where the 
soil is clean and fresh, and with all of 
the^e the flock will be perfectly insured 
against ill trouble. Having been used 
to exercise- all theso safeguards for 
many years,1 wo have had entire ex- 
emption from these posts although at 
times wo have had more than a thou- 
sand chicks, and rarely less than a 
hundred or two, at one time. 


Where the pests prevail the easiest 


remedy is the use of lime, dry-slacked, 
with water to which some carbolic acid 
has been added. A bushel of lime will 
be reduced to a fine dry powder by ab- 
sorbing twenty-seven pounds or about 
twelve quarts of water, and one pound 
of carbolic acid is sufficient for this 
quantity. When gapes are found to bo 
present in tho flock a quantity of this 
carbolatod 1 me should lime should bo 
freely scattered over the floor of tho 
chicken hou<-e before dusk; the roosta 
should also be well dusted. In coming 
in to roost the fowls n ill disturb the 
iino lime asd raise a considerable dust, 
which they will breathe. The acric 
powder will cause them to cough ant 
eject tho parasites, which are destroyed 
•by tho lime dust, and in two or three 
efforts in this way the fowls will be en- 
•tirely freed from them. And when 
there are no gapo worms there will bf 
no gapes among the chicks, in spite o: 
any'abundanco of earth worms. Anc 
just here, iu conclusion, we might say 
that it has been our habit to go into 
the chicken yard with n. spacie [and dig 
up the ground for the express purposa 
of the amusement of seeing a few score 
of young chicks crowd around to hum 
out the earth worms thrown out and to 
watch their eager race-; after those de- 
sirabio morsels, which 
thev wonk 


snatch from each other with the great 
est avidity, and yet we have had no 
c-apes 
among 
our 
chicks.—Henry

GEESE. 


Tho Value of Their Feathers and How They 


Cuu Be Economically Katecil. 


The chief value of breeding geese re- 


iates to the feathers, which onca was 
the standard for soft beds; but feather 
beds are no longer as popular as they 
were with our grandmothers, and, ap- 
parently, feathers "must go." For a 
cold, raw night, they do well enough, 
for mild weather they aro unnecessary, 
for summer an unmitigated nuisance, 
and for all seasons suspicious] as tc 
health. 


To gather the erop of "livo geese 


feathers" by picking the geese should 
bo a man's work, but generally it ia 
foisted on the farmer's wife, and, until 
she becomes an expert, is a hard, diffi- 
cult and disagreeable job. 
As a boy, 


I lent valuable assistance to my mother 
at such work, but it was mainly to 
climb into the stable where tho hissing 
geese were penned and catch the birds 
by the neck, climb back into the barn 
with the prisoners, one at a time, and 
blindfold them with an old mitten. Tho 
ganders were the worst to handle, and 
sometimes made trouble, particularly 
if 
their 
old 
enemy, 
tho1 dog, 


was in sight, tha 
gander's 
idea 


being that the dog was present on 
purpose to glory in his humiliation, 
which ho resented. After picking, the 
geese were hardly as pretty as before, 
nor quite as sociable, but just as well 
qualified as ever to loaf about the front 
gate, crawl through fences, and befoul 
streams, water troughs, paths or lawns. 
Geese can bo easily raised i without 
water, except a supply to drink, but 
when first introduced to a stream, af- 
ter being half or two-thirds grown, 
they will nearly g» wild with delight, 
No crowd of boys taking their first 
"swim" of the season ever out half tho 
capers that a flock of goslings do when 
permitted to take their first bath; and 
for one who sees it for the first tdmo it 
is better than a circus, or even a visit 
to Congress in session, As in the case 
of ducks, hens make tho best mothers 
for goslings. At first they are tender 
and subject to various maladies, the 
gapes for one, and weasels, minks, 
rats, etc., are fond of them, so that 
good housing is required at night Tho 
principal food is grass; after that grain 
of any sort, and plenty of it for grown 
birds. Raised in a suitable gooso pas- 
ture, the cash outlay is not much; but 
not watcfted or confined they •will 
waste several times the value of their 
heads, and make one wish that geesa 
had shared the fate of the lost tribes ol 
Israel.—& Y. Suu.

HERAT. 


The Significant Etymology of What Is De- 


nominated tho Host Spleailld City iu the 
World. 
The town of Herat has several names 


in Persian. It is called Hiri, Hira, 
Iliriva and Hirat. Tho dialect of the1 


country, and a cative^thereof are both 
called Hiravi, and anything belonging 
to the district is styled Hiriva. All 
these words take, their 'origin from tW 
sound hir or har, akin to the Bengiffi 
word ar-ya, "a husbandman," and the 
Sanskrit ar-ya, "the Hindu" par-excel- 
lence, or agriculturist, as opposed to 
tho nomad. Ar means to plow, and to 
the same as tho old English verb to ere 
(Latin errare> to err, to go), and it wa« 
the source Hot only of tho word ayra, 
as applied to the Hindus, but of Iran, 
tho name of Persia itself, and of Aria, 
the district of Herat, which must Uias 
have received its very name on account 
of its abundant fertility and agricul- 
tural resources. 


The origin of Herat can be traced far 


into antiquity. To the ancients, the 
province of which it is tho capital was 
known as Aria and Ariana. The name 
was, in tho course of time, gradually 
changed to Heri, a came which still 
survives in the river flowing to the 
south of it, Herirnd, the river of Heri— 
and the latter to Herat. Tradition has 
brought here Nebuchadnezzar andSem- 
iramis. There can be no doubt that it 
was tho gate through which Alexander 
the Great passed to tho conquest of 
India. 


Eastern proverbs give an idea of the 


estimation in which Herat is held in the 
oriental mind. 
"Khorasom," 
runs 


one, "is the oyster shell of tho world, 
and Horat is tho'pearl. Which is the 
most splendid city in tho world? H 
vou answer truly you must say Herat!" 
said another, whon the city was at the 
height of its splendor.—Philadelphia

The posts 
of Apache, Grant, Thomas and San Carlos 
are on the watch, and are alert to keep 
tr»clt oi those who should be on the 
reservation. Information from all avail- 
able sources indicate that no Indians 
have attempted to leave to join the bos- 
tiles, except, perhaps, the three who are 
engaged in horse stealing at Black Bock.

EVAXSVILLE, I.XD., June 3.—Particulars 


of the terrible tragedy at Jasper, lad., 
Monday evening have come to hand, and 
are as follows: Bobert P, Beeves, a 
farmer, of Dubois County, was sixty 
years of age, and noted as a'hard charac- 
ter, having already served a term in pris- 
on. He has two sons, Joha, aged thirty- 
five, and George, aged thirty. Both are 
saloon-keepers in Terre.Haute, and rated 
as desperadoes. There has been an In- 
dictment for grand larceny in Martin 
County hanging over their heads for two 
years past, but for some reason no at- 
tempt has ever been made to serve it. A 
few days ago the Sheriff of Dnbois Coun- 
ty received a warrant with orders to ar- 
rest 
the 
boys, 
then 
at 
their 


father's 
farm. 
The 
Sheriff 
swore 


in two Deputy-Sheriffs, John Gardner 
and William Cos for this purpose. 
The 


•two men bad no opportunity to arrest 
the men until Monday, when old Reeves 
came to Jasper, leaving the two sons a 
mile from town. The deputies, by watch- 
ing the old man, found the hiding place 
of 
their 
men 
and arrested 
them. 


While going to town old man Eeeves 
said to Gardner: 
'That's a pretty pistol 


you have; let me see it." 
The officer 


handed the pistol to Tteeves, whereupon 
the prisoner tried to shoot him, but was 
prevented by Cox drawing his own re- 
volver and telling Reeves not to attempt 
it. Beeves thereupon shot Cox in the 
waist, causing the pistol to drop from his 
hand. 
Old Beeves fired two more shots 


at Cox, one entering the thigh and the 
other lodging in the back, paralyzing him 
from 
the waist 
down. 
Meanwhile 


the 
two 
sons 
bad 
opened 
flre 


upon Gardner, shooting him four times, 
two shots taking effect in his backbone 
in the left arm and one in the forehead 
between the eyes. 
After both men were 


rendered helpless, the two 
younger 


Beeves went through Gardner's pockets, 
securing about $10 in money and some 
valuable papers. They also appropriated 
Gardner's and Cox's revolvers and their 
borsea and escaped. 
The wounded offi- 


cers lay snflering intense agony until late 
in the evening, when they were discov- 
ered by farmers and brought to Jasper, 
where medical attendance was procured, 
Gardner lingered until three o'clock yes- 
terday morning, when he died, Cox is 
alive at this hour (9 p. m.) but can not 
live till morning. The authorities have 
taken no steps leading to the apprehen- 
sion of the murderers. The officers re- 
main inactive, becacse DO reward has 
been offered for the arrest of Beeves. 
The citizens are excited, and loud in the 
condemnation of the Inaction of the 
authorities.
